BATON ROUGE — Adler 
“Barry” Seal, described as the 
countiy’s most important witness 
against international drug traffic, 
was flamboyant even as a young¬ 
ster, flying airplanes to high 
school football games while 
others rode the bus 

Seal was shot to death through 
the window of his luxury car 
I Wednesday as he pulled into the 
parking lot of a halfway house 
where he spent weeknights as 
part of a sentence for drug deal¬ 
ing 

Three men have been arrested 
in connection with the slaying 
U S Attorney Stanf^ord 0 
Bardwell attended Baton Rouge 
High School with Seal and later 
prosecuted him 

“He was not an athlete He 
was, however, a flamboyant, 
barn-storming pilot A real oddity 
in our school He flew to out-of- 
tqwn football games, and we rode 


the bus,” Bardwell said Thurs¬ 
day 

Seal, 43, served with Special 
Forces in the Army, later became 
a flight engineer for Trans World 
Airways and the country’s youn¬ 
gest pilot of 707 and 747 jets 
Seal said four months ago that 
he began smuggling marijuana in 
1977, “But I soon moved to 
cocaine because of its ease in 
handling and its profit structure ” 
He boasted that he made as 
much as $1 5 million per flight, 
and federal authorities say he 
made as many as 500 runs Seal 
said he landed in “probably eveiy 
South American country there is” 
to pick up illegal cargo 

From a modest background, 
Seal worked after-school jobs to 
pay for his early flying 

Earlier this month, the Inter¬ 
nal Revenue Service said Seal 
owed almost $30 million in back 
taxes and seized much of his 
holdings 

In 1984, Seal was convicted
